15.—Preliminary reports today in- 
dicated that Eniwetok atoll, next 
major Japanese base on the Cen- 
tral Pacific route to Truk and 
Tokyo, was blasted into uselessness 
last week-end in one of the most 
prolonged assaults ever made by 
American carrier-based planes.

NEW DELHI, Feb. 15, — Heavy 
fighting raged today in the Arakan 
jungles of Western Burma where 
British forces battled a Japanese 
thrust against their lifeline back 
into India. 


A communique from Admiral 
Lord Louis Mountbatten’s South- 
east Asia headquarters revealed 


that Japanese troops captured a 
British position southwest of Taung 
Bazaar early yesterday after a sav- 
age night battle. 

The Japanese suffered “consid- 
erable casualties,” but appeared 

to have driven across the rear 

lines of the main British forces 
some 10 miles further south, 

(Tokyo broadcasts said the Brit- 
ish jungle army, which had been 
driving southward from the Indian 
border toward the Japanese-held 
seaport of Akyab, numbered 150,000 
troops.) 

“Operations to clear our lines of 
communication are continuing and 
slow progress is being made against 
determined Japanese resistance} 
and counter-attacks by the enemy,’ 
the communique said.

Bylaw to provide for the rais- 
ing of $1,770,000 by the issue and 
sale of debentures in a re-financ- 
ing of debentures, issued under 
various money bylaws passed 
since the completion of the fin- 
ancial re-adjustment in 1937, was 
given first reading Monday night 
by the city council, and will be 
sent to the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners for approval. 

A bylaw authorizing the execu- 
tion of an agreement between the 
city and the sinking fund trustees 
with regard to the sale of outstand- 
ing debentures also was given first 
reading. and will be sent to the 
board of utility commissioners for 
approval. 

METHOD OF PAYMENT 

The new debentures will be pay- 
able in 20 qual installments of 
principal on Feb. 15 in each of the 
years 1945 to 1964, inclusive. 

All debentures maturing in the 
years 1945 to 1951, inclusive, shall 
bear interest from the date of is- 
suance at the rate of three per 
cent.; debentures maturing in the 
years 1952 to 1958, inclusive, shall 
bear interest at 3/2 per cent., and 
all maturing in the years 1959 to 
1964, inclusive, shall bear interest 
at the rate of 3% per cent. 

Principal and interest repayments 
will be made in Canada only, and 
under the proposed schedule of re- 
payment $125,000 will be repaid on 
principal maturing during the years 
1945 to 1949, inclusive; $118,000 for 
the years 1950 and 1951; $114,000 for 
1952, $110,000 for 1953 and $105,000 
for 1954. 

The principal maturity for the 
years 1955 to 1958, inclusive, will be 
$100,000. and for 1959 $80,000, with 
the maturity fixed at $20,000 for the 
years 1960 to 1964, inclusive.

LONDON, Feb. 15.—(CP)—The 
Norwegian government in Lon- 
don said yesterday that develop- 
ments tn Finland have led Ger- 
many to put into effect the first 
part of “X-plan” which provides 
for Norway's eventual evacuation. 


Under the plan, the statement 
continued, Vidkun Quisling and 
his followers and strong forces of 
the Gestapo would be left to keep 
Norway subjugated, with the 
Quisling supporters responsible 
for the government. 

It charged the Gestapo with 
having begun a campaign of ter- 
ror with mass arrests during the 
past week in coastal towns. 

Five hundred Gestapo men ar- 
rived recently at Oslo and steps 
are being taken to incorporate 
Quisling'’s storm troops and Elite 
Guard into the Gestapo machine, 
the statement said.

This statement is an 
interim report on the utility earn- 
ings, and is subject to slight 
changes, Mr. Campbell stated. 
Total revenue in taxes and sur- 

pluses paid by the utilities during 
1943 amounted to $1,110,811.75 com- 
pared with $1,089,785.63 for 1942, an 
increase of $21,026.12. 

Gross revenue for the five util- 

ities for 1943 amounted to $6,617,- 
383.95 compared with $5,657,882.05 


for 1942, an increase of $959,501.90, | 


while gross expenditures showed 
an increase of $421,581.43. Total 
gross expenditures in 1943 was $3,- 
520,001.46 against $3,098,420.03 in 
1942. 

Capital charges for the 12 months 
of 1943 amounted to $632,516.74 
compared with $636,262.73, a de- 
crease of $3,745.99, while taxes paid 
in 1943 amounted to $664,269.35 
against $630,545.34 for the year pre- 
vious, an increase of $33,724.01. 

An increase of $520,641 is re- 
corded in 1943 in the amount set 
aside in renewal reserve account 
compared with 1942, The total of 
reserves set aside in 1943 was 
$1,354,054 against $833,413 in 1942. 
The net surplus on operation in 
1943 was $446,542.40 compared with

LONDON, Feb. 15~—The Royal 
Navy clamped a tight pre-invasion 
control on shipping in the Bay of 
Biscay today, declaring 150,000 
square miles of water to be danger- 
ous and asserting that any vessel 
entering them without permission 
does so at its own risk. 

The measure announced by the 
Admiralty was designed to pre- 
vent potentially-adverse observa- 
tion and to increase anti-submar- 
ine measures in the vast expanse 
of sea lying in the elbow of the 
French and Spanish coastline—- 
the primary Atlantic approach to 
western Europe. 

The proclamation almost doubled 
the waters lying off Britain desig- 
nated as dangerous to shipping, and 
served as a warning to dilatory neu- 
trals interested in Atlantic shipping.

Bank of Canada 
Profits Close to 
$16,000, 000.00 


OTTAWA, Feb. 15.— (CP) — 
Graham F. Towers, governor of 
the Bank of Canada, said today 
in the bank’s annual statement 
that while the Dominion cannot 
go on indefinitely piling up big 
increases in the public debt with- 
out an intolerable straining of the 
national economy, debt increases 
sufficient to look after war and 
post-war readjustment needs can 
be handled without embarrass- 
ment. 

The bank reported net profits for 
1943, after providing for contingen- 
cies, of $15,911,478, compared with 
$8,872,478 in» 1943, All last year's 
profits went to the federal treasury 
except $1,568,647 added to the 
bank’s rest fund. Increased profits 
were largely due to larger holdings 
of government securities. 


INTERNATIONAL TRADE

‘Scharnhorst Men 


Arrive in Canada

A handful of bewildered and 
crestfallen survivors of the once- 
proud battle cruiser Scharnhorst, 
sunk by British naval units in a 
battle off Norway's north cape last 
December, have arrived in Canada, 
part of a group of about 800 enemy 
prisoners of war who have joined 
the thousands of others in Canadian 
and United States prison camps. 

The Scharnhorst men now in 
Canada were part of the few 
members of the 1,400-man crew 
who escaped the terrific battering 
given the 26,000-ton enemy war- 
ship in a running battle against 
British forces in the northern re- 
gions of the Atlantic. 

Most of the prisoners were Ger- 
man naval personnel, ratings and 
officers, and of these the major- 
ity were submarine crews,

It would “continue to be replen- 
ished by the distribution of fur- 
ther reinforcements from Canada 
as required.” 

Of non-operational troops in Can- 
ada there were more than 75,000 
men dealing with the training of 
men in progressive sequence. “A 
little’ more than 15,000 men were 
called for compulsory military 
training. 

MAKING REDUCTION 

Every effort was made to reduce 
the home-war establishment. Gen- 
eral service personnel, physically 
fit, was being combed out, Close 
to 70 per cent. of general service 


personnel in non-operational units 
were below category “A” or more 
than 35 years of age. 

By comb-out and disbandment 
of units, probably 15,000 general 
service personnel from opera- 
tional units would be released, 
many of whom would be in the 
overseas-service category, the 
minister said. 

A retirement age limit had been 
established, with the retirement of 
officers who could not be advan- 
tageously employed as well as those 
who had reached the age “ceiling.” 
A total of about 700 officers to be 
retired was in prospect. The service 
of these officers was appreciated 
but by retirement they gave younger 
men a chance to advance. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR MEN 

Officer- training had not ceased 
although there was a reserve to 
mect officer requirements. There 
would be commission opportunities 
for men now serving in the ranks, 
but the general policy was that re- 
commendations for commissions 
would be made after a man had a 
chance to prove himself overseas 
rather than in Canada. 

Col. Ralston recalled that last 
year he had said there would be 
a reduction in the number of 
troops in Canada and had fore- 
cast the home strength at next 
March 31 at 235,000. 

“I think we have done much bet- 
ter than that,” he said. | 
“We estimate that the army in 
Canada will be something over 315,- 

000, as against the 235,000 which | 
predicted, that is, the active effect- 
ive strength. .. . Some 8,000 granted 
long-term-leave in agriculture, min- | 
ing and industry ought not to be 
included and charged to the army.” 


C.W.A.C. INCREASED 
The minister said he believed the | 
8,000 were included in the total of 
215,000, and there had been an in- 
crease of between 3,000 and 4,000 in 
the Canadian Women's Army Corps 
during the present fiscal year. 

“To me, the most satisfactory | 
feature of the reduction is that 
in the process over 70,000 men

Casualties suffered in Italy had 
been “somewhat less” than expect- 
ed, Col. Ralston said. 

The Canadian Army could 
never acknowledge fully the work 
of the reserve army, the old non- 
permanent active militia, in lay- 
ing the foundation of the army 
as it exists today, 

The reserve army remained an 
insurance against the uncertainties 
of war, said Col. Ralston, adding: 
“It is sound common sense to main- 
tain that insurance while the risk 
continues to exist.” 

There had been an increase of 
about 3,000 in the C.W.A.C, this 
year, bringing the total to about 
14,000 or 15,000. The service of the

Moreover, the action of The Bank of 
Canada in announcing a long-term redis- 
count rate of 11% percent is a guarantee 
that all government securities will be 
maintained at par. It definitely prevents a 
depression in any of these securities, 

Don’t be misled, then, by the glib repre- 
sentations of these suave gentlemen whose 
only purpose in this despicable campaign 
is to gain possession themselves of the 
securities whose solidity they affect to 
depise. 


Why Family Allowances? 


The man who has a family to support 
needs a larger income than the man who 
has no family. But the employer cannot 
discriminate and pay the family-man 
higher wages, however clearly he may 
understand the situation. He has to abide 
by the rule of “equal pay for equal work”, 
He would have a strike on hand if he 
didn’t. So long as the men are doing the 
same kind of work, doing it equally well, 
and doing it in equal amounts, they must 
be paid at the same rate. 

That is why it is proposed that the 
Dominion pay family allowances to men 
who have families to support. The allow- 
ances will supplement the pay of the 
family-man and put him more nearly on a 
footing with his contemporary who has no 
one to support but himself or himself and 
his wife, That surely is a fair proposition. 
No one should be penalized for bringing 
up children; but that has been the posi- 
tion of the family-man in the past and is 
today. 

Those who “give hostages to fate” by 
bringing children into the world do so in 
the economic sense in Canada, and always 
have done so. The presence of children 
means plainer living for the parents. They 
must cut their personal expenses to meet 
the needs of the little folks in the home. 
They have more worry at the thought of 
unemployment or sickness. The obvious 

‘inducement is to raise small families or 
none at all. Without family allowances the 
“equal pay” rule puts a premium on child- 
lessness, 

The proposal that the state provide 
such allowances is a proposal to remove 
the financial handicap which children place 
upon parents. It involves no discrimination 
in pay or employment aganst the man with 
no family, It recognizes as sound the prin- 
ciple that the standard of living should 
not be lower in the home where there are’ 
children than in the home where there are 
none, 


A Changing Army 


Berlin papers state that men from 51 
to 60 years of age “still not mobilized” are 
being called up in Germany, For military 
service, this must mean, since industrial 
mobilization long ago took in both men and 
women up to 60 years. 

Why this is being done does not need 
explanation, and cannot be obscured by 
any amount of propaganda talk. The young 
generation, which gulped down the Nazi 
doctrine and whooped for war is now dead, 
wounded or in prison camps; in such pro- 
portion that men who were in their prime 
when the First Great War was being 
fought have to be called up to keep the 
ranks full. 

These veterans know the importance of 
discipline and the bitterness of defeat. But 
they are also likely to know, better than 
creed-drunken youths, the uselessness of 
fighting when there is no chance to win, 
and who it was that steered Germany into 
its present predicament, 

The dilution of Hitler’s army by these 
experienced men will weaken, not strength- 
en it, And not only because the veteran re- 
cruits have not the physical fitness of the 
younger men whom they replace, For the 
army of enthusiasts who romped through 
Europe at the Fuehrer’s bidding four years 
ago there is being gradually substituted an 
army containing many who must always 
have thought him demented. Political re- 
actions will grow more probable as the 
substitution proceeds, 


No “Princess of Wales” 


Princess Elizabeth who wlil attain 


“royal majority” on her 18th birthday, 
which occurs April 21, will not become 


“Princess of Wales”, the King is said to 
have decided. 

This decision has been made in reply to 
the Welsh Parliamentary party which has 
urged that such a title be conferred upon 
her. 

If the legend of the creation of the 
title is true, the Welsh have undergone a 
drastic change of heart since 1287 when, 


according to the account, weary of Eng- | 


lish rule, they petitioned Edward I for a 
prince of their own “who spoke no Eng- 
lish.” In response to this request, Edward 
I is said to have presented his young son 
to them who, being an infant, spoke noth- 
ing at all. 

The truth of this story, however, is un- 
certain since the patent for the title was 
issued by the English Parliament in 1301. 

There is, nevertheless, another dif- 
ficulty in the way of conferring it on a 
royal princess in her own right. The en- 
tail of the title provides that it go to the 
Black Prince, afterwards Edward II, “to 
him and his heirs the first-begotten sons of 
the kings of England.”

Violent Criminal Writes Book 


Notorious Prisoner Makes 
Study of Birds and 


Diseases 
By WESTBROOK PEGLER 

NEW YORK—Some weeks ago 
there came in the mail from Minne- 
apolis one of those privately pub- 
lished books which nonprofessional 
authors are forever sending out to 
persons having access to newsprint 
and type, This * 
one was called 
Stroud’s Digest o 
the Diseases of 
Birds and, after a 
glance, I handed 
it on to a friend 
who runs a large 
chicken farm, be- 
lieving it might 
be useful in his 
business. T h e & 
book was soon Westbrook 
followed by a let- Pegler 
ter revealing that the author, Rob- 
ert Stroud, had been a prisoner in 
solitary confinement at Leaven- 
worth prison since 1916 and had re- 
cently been transferred to Alcatraz 
where he would be unable to con- 
tinue his experiments on_ birds. 
Meanwhile my friend, the chicken- 
farmer, reported that the book was 
very good, revealing long and intel- 
ligent study and experiment and 
containing many excellent drawings 
to illustrate the identifying signs of 
such maladies and injuries as birds,

Isolation 


Here then, is the story of Robert 
Stroud who had bred, raised and 
nursed canaries through many years 
of isolation from all but fhe most 
necessary and formal relations with 
other human beings, and those of 
guards and doctors, who, with the 
possible exception of the late Jesse 
Pomeroy, has spent more time in 
solitary than any other American 
prisoner. 

Stroud was born in Seattle in| 
1890 and, in 1909, at the age of 19, 
was setting himself up in the busi- 
ness of mackerel or pander in Ju- 
neau, Alaska, starting with a stable 
of one prostitute, some years older 
than himself. One morning the lady 
came home from an engagement) 


with a bartender and reported that 
he had paid her only $2. Stroud} 
went to the bartender’s quarters | 
and shot him dead, robbed him of 
such money as he had on his clothes 
and brought it home. For this he! 


got 12 years on a charge of man- 
slaughter, being tried in the federal 
court because the crime occurred in 
federal territory. He was sent to 
McNeill Island prison where he had 
served 28 months, when he attacked 
and wounded another prisoner with 
a knife. He got six months ad- 
ditional time for this and was 
transferred to Leavenworth, There, 
in 1916, he sneaked up behind a 
guard in the mess hall and stabbed 
him dead with a handmade knife. In 
the federal court he was convicted 
of murder and sentenced to hang 
but was spared on a commutation 
to life by Woodrow Wilson on his 
own representation that the guard 
had been persecuting him. 


Solitary 


The warden of Leavenworth, tak- 


ing no more chances, put him in 
solitary where Stroud, casting 
about for a hobby to occupy his 
timeless existence, began to show 
an interest in books about canaries, 
The warden let him have a few 
birds, got him a microscope and 
literature and presently there were 
canaries all over the place. He was 
never allowed out of his cell with 
other prisoners. For exercise he 
was permitted an hour or two a day 
alone in a little recreation yard 
opening off the solitary cells, The 
birds became a nuisance, however, 
so the warden gave Stroud some 
cages and he made even better pro- 
gress, experimenting with breeds, 
feeding and medicines to cure 
their ills. He casually mentions 
that in the summer of 1938 he was 
“engaged in some experiments with 
white canaries, to produce pastel 
pink and lavender plumage by 
feeding them on organic dyestuffs. 
He even describes methods of set- 
ting, splinting and restricting the 
use of broken wings and legs, and 
his reminiscences of victories over 
injury and disease in individual 
birds are related with tender affec- 
tion as well as with informing real- 
ism. 

Stroud, now 53 years old and hav- 
ing spent 11 more years of his life 
in solitary than he ever spent free 
as a child and young man, probably 
will die in prison as a restricted in- 
mate, even in the maximum secur- 
ity of Alcatraz, where such unre- 
stricted bad men as Basil Banchart 
and Machine Gun Kelly enjoy a re- 
latively privileged life. He was sent | 
to Alcatraz in December, 1942, for 
reasons which the bureau of pris- 
ons consider to be good. His book 
is dedicated to his friends and to} 
his enemies “whose mean, little or | 


thieving souls, actuated by spite, 
bigotry, jealousy, sadism, vindic- 
tiveness, or ignorance, by their very 
opposition have stimulated me to 
greater effort and accomplishment 
than would have otherwise been 
possible for me.” 
He no longer has his canaries. 
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flouts imperialism and will encour- 
age every backward country to 
hold and develop its own national 
resources for itself—such a system 
can only be answered by a vital, 
living, modern democracy that lays 
hold up on its own problems with 
energy, intelligence and visions. 


Total Use 

How do we intend to meet the 
problem of total use of our men 
and resources, after this war?

One more huge 
and prolonged depression and this 
democracy will go the way of all 
flesh, Nor is depression to be 
averted by foreign trade or ine 
vestments in China or Latin-Amere 
ica, Depression will ouly be averte 
ed by an American plan for the 
total use of men, machines and re- 
sources inside the United States for 
the primary benefit of the Amer- 
ican people. If we can do that, and 
keep popular government and pere 
sonal liberty, we won't have to edu- 
cate Europe by armies of occupa- 
tion and AMG’s. They will copy us, 
save themselves, and also get on 
with the Soviet Union just fine— 
which is the only way we shall ever 
win either gratitude or ‘peace, 

Our foreign policy depends upon 
our domestic policy—just as our 
domestic policy influences our 
foreign policy. If we are going to 
turn our fight for freedom into a 
fight for power based on markets, 
oil, and capital investments, we are 
going to head straight into world 
war III with the Soviet Union.

Canada’s Future Aviation Policy 


International Regula‘ory 
Authority Proposed for | 


After War 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA.—The recent Austra- 
lia-New Zealand Agreement 1944, 
in its clauses relating to civil avia- 
tion furnished a clear line of policy 
in the field of aviation to which 
the two Pacific Dominions have 
committed themselves. In the con- 
troversial field of future aviation 
policy, few nations and none of the 


major powers have committed 
themselves in advance as positively 
as have Australia and New Zea- 


land. Marked differences exist be- 
tween the Australia-New Zealand 
policy on aviation and that laid 
down by the Canadian Govern- 
ment, 

The policy enunciated by Prime 
Minister King last year was based 


on the “chosen agency” theory, 
That is, the Canadian government 
designed Trans-Canada Air Lines 


as its chosen agency in transconti- 
nental flying and in carrying the 
Canadian emblem on international 
routes. Nothing of this kind has 
been envisaged by Australia and 
New Zealand, the governments of 
which have put their signatures to 
an agreement to support the prin- 
ciple of an international air trans- 
port authority to control interna- 
tional air trunk routes, to own air- 
craft and ancillary equipment used 
on such routes, 


Operating 

The principle of an international 
operating authority in air trans- 
port has been proposed by no other 
countries up to the present time, 


The principle of an international 
regulatory authority, to administer 
safety precautions and related fly- 
ing regulations, is not a serious 
issue in recent international nego- 
tiations on aviation, But the con- 
cept of an operating aithorily on 
an international scale raises more 
difficulties. The policy of the 
United States government is not 
clear, though a reasonable expecta- 
tion exists that more than US. air 
lines such as Pan-American, Ameri- 
can Export Lines, and others, may 
operate on international routes 
without official designation as the 
chosen agency of the U.S. govern- 
ment, British policy is regarded as 
favoring the choice of British 
Overseas Airways Corporation as 
the chosen agency of Britain, but 


even this is not taken with final 
assurance, at the present stage. 


Criticism 
The present Canadian policy has 
come under criticism in the present 


session of Parliament from a section 
of the opposition. Gordon Graydon, 
house leader of the Progressive 
Conservatives, said: “There is grave 
and general concern thruoghout 
Canada that delay and inertia on 
the part of the government may 
lead to our position becoming, in 
the critical period ahead, nothing 


more than a point of geographical 
convenience when final arrange- 
ments have been concluded.” The 
contention that Canada is neglect- 
ing its opportunity is, of course, 
an attack on the existing policy 
T. L. Church, the Toronto Pro- 
gressive Conservative, urged an 
“all-empire” policy. Hon. R. B. 


Hanson, on the other hand, dealt 
with the feature of policy which 
confines Canadian representation 
on world airways of the future to 
the TCA, “I am a supporter of 
private enterprise,” he said, “I ask 
for a complete overhauling of both 
the policy and the actual practice.” 
He said; “The policy is to prevent 
any competition from development 
by private enterprise.” 

One of the strongest advocates 
of an “all-empire” policy has been 
Premier George A. Drew of On- 
tario, Speaking to the service 
clubs of Ottawa on May 10, 1943, 
he spoke of the integration of mili- 
tary aviation of the British nations. 
“The whole set up,” he said, “is 
one which would fit logically and 
without difficulty into an all-Brit- 
ish commercial transport system 
after the war.” He said: “We stand 
to benefit most of all if we are 
part of an integrated empire sys- 
tem girdling the world.” 


All-British 


The principle of an all-British 
system, significantly, has won only 
secondary support from Australia 
and New Zealand. .To these do- 
minions, the first choice for the 
future is an international operat- 
ing authority in charge of main 
trunk lines across oceans and over 
continents, Then the Australia- 
New Zealand agreement adds: “In 
the event of failure to obtain a sat- 
isfactory international agreement 
to establish and govern the use of 
international air trunk routes, | 


two governments will support a 
system of air trunk routes cox- 


jtrolled and operated by govern- 
}ments of the British Common- 


} Wealth of nations under govern-

Yet if one looks back 
through Hansard or a file of Pre- 
mier George Drew's speeches, it 
will be clear that the Conservative 
party regards Empire solidarity as 
life-giving principle of Can- 
ada’s existence and as our only 
hope in the post-war world. 

Past and present speeches of the 
Conservative members at Ottawa 
reveal that they cherish a Vision of 
Empire consolidation which, in 
every respect, would meet the Hali- 
fax test. Jt is surprising to discov- 
er on the record of Hansard that 
nothing in the Halifax speech is 
new. Every idea expressed by Lord 
Halifax has been advanced by the 
Conservative Party in the last few 
years.

Future Peace 


The problem as the Conservatives 
see it, is how best Canada can con- 
tribute to the future peace of the 
world,

our being a “no-account” small 
power, unable to influence world 
affairs.. 


The Conservatives see a danger 
in the Canadian people acquiring a 
“small power” complex. Or we can 


abandon isolation and put our trust! 


in a world collective security sys- 
tem. This would still leave us a 
small and insignificant role but, in 
any event, it would not attain the 
desired end. The world communi- 
ty system, in the Conservative 
view, has been tried and found to 
be worthless. The 
League of Nations should dispose 
of this idea. The Conservatives 
contend that the League would 
have failed even if the United 
States had been a member. There 
is no hope at all in this direction. 
The third possible course is to go 
into a centralized Commonwealth.

The kind of centralization advocat- 
ed by the Conservatives is as all- 
embracing, if not more so, than 
Lord Halifax has proposed. They 
insist upon some form of organiza- 
tion which will 
voice in foreign policy; upon con- 
verting the Commonwealth into an 
economic unit—building on the 
Bennett foundations of 1942; upon a 
unification of communications with- 
in the Commonwealth which would 
mean an Empire civil air service, 
And, of course, they are ardently 
in favor of common arrangements 
in defence. 


Colonial 


Thus all but one of Lord Hali- 
fax’s proposals—colonial responsi- 
bility—have already been advocat- 
ed by the Conservatives. There is 
no reason to suppose they would 
not respond on the colonial policy. 

It would be most unfair to leave 
any impression that the Conserva- 
ties are consciously colonial-minded 
in their attitude. On the contrary, 
they affirm that Canada already is 
the second strongest of the Im- 
perial family and in the not distant 
future may well become the dom- 
inant partner. As they look into the 
future, power will continue to be 
the all important factor in world 
affairs, A world community of na- 
tions, being but a dream, the re- 
alistic course is to weld the Com- 
monwealth into cne great world 
force—the equal of all comers. This, 
they argue, is not a matter of sen- 
timent but of hard-headed, com- 
mon sense, 


Expediency 

The Conservatives for some time, 
certainly for more than a year, have 
watched this issue take form, The 
Halifax speech did not surprise 
them. In their case, he was preach- 
ing to the converted. With Mr, 
Bracken it may have been differ- 
ent, But with the true Conserva- 
tives there can be but one answer 
to Lord Halifax—‘Ready, aye 
ready.” This was the answer, they 
point out, in the days of Sir John 
| A., and of Chamberlain. This was, 
in essence, the battle cry against 
the Laurier naval policy and the 
reciprocity agreement. This was 
the answer in 1921 and 1922 and, 
again, in 1932. The Conservatives 
are proud of the stricken fields 
they have fought on this issue—just 
as proud of battles lost as won. 

That they will ever abandon their 
faith on a mere consideration of 
political expediency is regarded by 
them as unthinkable. As one lead- 
ing Conservative put it to the 
writer a day or two ago—“There is 
no issue upon which there is less 
disagreement among Conservatives 
from one end of the country to the 
other as this one.” 

Although empire consolidation 
may not appear to be a popular 
policy in the country today, the 
Conservatives are supremely con- 
fident. that they have the right 
answer to the central problem of 
future world organization, so far 
as Canada is concerned, and that 
they would win a popular majority 
in an election,

Concentration of Force 


By Maj. A. P. de Seversky 


Although the facts have been reported in dispatches 
from the fighting fronts, there has perhaps not been suffici- 
ent popular awareness of the terrific quantities of military 
force we have concentrated against the Marshall Islands, be- 
fore that against the Gilberts, and in general against isolated 


Pacific islands. 


indication of the almost incalcul- 
able amounts of force which 
would be needed to carry out 
similar assaults on large and well- 
defended territories, especially 
against Japan it- gy i 
self, 

To begin with, 
the Marshalls, 
like the Gilberts 
before them, 
were systematic- 
ally softened up 
by land-based air 
attacks before 
the invasion. For 
some time in ad- 
vance, the Mar- f 
shalls had been de Seversky 
bombed by the Seventh Air Force, 
first directly from the Hawaiian 
Islands with long-range Liberators 
and after we assumed command 
of the Gilberts also with Mitchell 
bombers and even Warhawk 
fighter planes. Our aircraft car- 
riers, too, attacked these islands, 
augmented and supported by land- 
based aviation from the Gilberts, 

Thus, when the main show 
started, Japanese air power was 
practically obliterated on the 
Marshall Islands and _ carriers 
could approach with relative 
safety. From the news accounts it 
appears that in the actual invasion 
we used nearly two million dis- 
placement tons of naval force, con- 
sisting of battleships, cruisers, car- 
riers, destroyers, transports, tank- 
ers, every sort of landing boat and 
even new secret types of vessels. 
It is possible to estimate that per- 
haps twenty carriers took part in 
the main action, which means 
roughly a thousand carrier-based 
planes plus such aircraft as the 
army’s Seventh Air Force under 
General Willis Hale threw into 
action, : 

IMMENSE POWER 

This gives us a fair idea of the 
immense power needed in an 
amphibious action looking to the 
conquest of a two-by-four island, 
against an enemy virtually unpro- 
tected from overhead. 

In military terms these tiny 
Pacific islands can be viewed as 
little stationary fortresses or bat- 
tleships; or even as permanently 
anchored carriers of such small 
capacity that they can readily be 
overwhelmed from floating bases. 
The fact that we are taking them 
over one by one, and seem certain 
to continue the process, underlines 
the reality that we have obtained 
command of the seas in the Pacific. 

That command, however, extends 
only to the line where Japanese 
land-based air power patrols the 
skies. A surprise assault on Para- 
mushiru does not disprove this. 
The islands are caught in the area 
of our sea dominance, like so many 
immovable ships; they are con- 
sequently doomed. Indeed, these 
islands are worse off than ships, 
since the latter can change posi- 
tions or return home to replenish 
their supplies, whereas the islands 
are anchored for good and depend- 
ent on vulnerable supply lines, 


SUPERIOR INDUSTRY 

In part we owe that sea control 
to our superior industrial facilities, 
But another, and in some respects 
more significant reason is that the 
Japanese apparently had given up 
the idea of purely naval warfare 
long before Pearl Harbor, They 
were conceivably prepared to lose 
the open waters of the vast 
Pacific by default. While we con- 
tinued to build a two-ocean, then 
a seven-ocean navy, they were 
concentrating on the land-sea-air 
team type of warmaking. The 
enemy, there is reason to surmise,

We may take it for granted that 
within the near future we shall 
have seized the “anchored ships” 
represented by tiny islands and 
will be masters of the Pacific— 
outside the range of hostile land- 
based aircraft. This last condition 
holds the crux of the story. It 
means that the day is past when 
command of the seas spelled doom 
for the enemy. Today a navy may 
roam the broad empty seas un- 
opposed, yet be unable to approach 
the enemy country. For the latter 
purpose command of the air is 
essential. Strategically, domination 
of the seas no longer means what 
it used to in the past. 

The writer ventures to predict 
that the world will never again 
witness an old-style clash of two 
great navies, Battleships will 
never again play the paramount 
role ‘as the backbone of any 
strategy. As Admiral DeWitt C. 
Ramsey rightly put it recently: 
“Battleships of the line no longer 
will slug it out at twenty thousand 
yards for, with mobile air power 
available to both sides, the attack 
may open at 25 times this distance. 
I do not mean to suggest that the 
battleship has been relegated to 
the discard—far from it—it merely 
has had its primary role changed. 
As a unit in a tactical disposition 
composed of aircraft carriers and 
other necessary supporting cruisers 
and destroyers, it is capable of 
dealing effectively with the 
heaviest enemy ships in a night 
action, during low visibility or 
under other conditions in which 
air operations cannot be conducted 
with maximum effectiveness,” 


SECONDARY WEAPON 


In other words, the battleship 
has been reduced to a secondary 
weapon of opportunity. When the 
Army-Navy Journal states, in its 
February 5th issue, that “the time 
is not far distant when he (the 
Japanese enemy) must send out 
his fleet to offer us battle,” it is 
thinking in military terms that are 
no longer valid. Japan simply will 
not venture beyond the effective 
range of its major air power based 
on great land masses. We, in turn, 
will never be foolish enough to 
enter within that range until that 
air power has been neutralized, 
and only our own land-based air 
power can achieve that. 

Glorious victories over pinpoint 
islands should not be allowed to 
turn our heads. It should always be 
remembered that we were obliged 
to use millions of tons of shipping 
and that we did not confront 
genuine aerial opposition. In the 
final analysis we must carry the 
war to the enemy in his main 
lairs, and that can be done today 
only through the air.

Mr. King replied that it would be 
preferable to have only the party 
leaders present at the first meet- 
ing. If another meeting with the 
General present were desired, it 
could be considered.

He suggested a meeting as sug- 
gested by Mr. Coldwell would de- 
velop into a cross-examination of 
Gen. McNaughton.

400 Doukhobor 
Peel Off Clothes

CRESTOVA, B.C,, Feb, 15.—Four 
hundred Doukhobor “extremists” 
stripped off their clothing in a wild 
frenzy here Sunday and threaten- 
ed to destroy their national regis- 
tration cards, money and other legal 
documents as a gesture of defiance 
against all authority, it was learned 
today. 

The “Sons of Freedom” assem- 
bled at this tiny Kootenay settle- 
ment late in the day and began 
taking off their clothing despite 
freezing temperatures — one of 
the sect’s favorite weapons of 
protest. They hurled their regis- 
tration cards, money, ration 
books, titles to property and all 
other legal documents into a 
cardboard box. 

“It is a gesture of detiance against 
all authority,” a spokesman for the 
naked demonstrators declared. “We 
will have nothing more to do with 
these papers.” 

The Doukhobors later carried the 
box to nearby Shore Acres and 
announced they would either burn 
the documents or send them back 
to provincial police officers or the 

government.

Extinction of Arctic White Fox 


Does the Arctic white fox, big- 
gest prize of the far north trap- 
per, face extinction at the hands 
of his colored fox brethren? 

That this is a distinct possibility 
is the contention of Lawrence F, 
Semmler, veteran trader and trap- 
per of the Coronation Gulf district, 
nearly 2,000 miles north of Edmon- 
ton, who is a visitor here. 

Semmler, who has spent 17 years 
trading in fur and trapping on the 
shores of Coronation Gulf and on 
barren Victoria Island, further 
north, said here Tuesday that the 
gradual migration north of the col- 
ored foxes is an unexplainable phe- 
nomenon of the present day in the 
far north. 

Steady increase in the numbers 
of red and silver fox in the barren 
Arctic regions would not in itself 
be a bad thing for northland trap- 
pers and traders. 

The trouble is that the colored 
foxes slaughter the white ones. 
The latter animal is much smaller 
than those of the red and silver 
breeds, The white fox is an easy 
prey to the colored animal, Mr. 
Semmler said. 

“Natives have seen red fox chas- 
ing white fox. When the white 
fox is fat he hasn't a Ghance, Only 
the Jean ones can get away. They 

escape by stopping suddenly and 
leaping to one side. The pursuing 
colored fox keeps right on going, 
being unable to pull up so quickly. 
The white fox then escapes to his

Most persons requesting aid in| 
finding housing are Canadian civ- 
ilians, U.S. Army personnel, and 
women with children who have 
come to join their husbands em- | 
ployed in war work. | 

There are 300 requests for suites | 
and 500 for !' ousekeeping rooms 
already on hand, with more pouring | 
in every day. 

In addition, Mrs. Fielding pointed | 
out, requests are coming in from 
the rural districts and small towns 
outside of Edmonton from persons 
who have accepted temporary hous- | 
ing outside of Edmonton, but who 
are anxious to live within the city. 

Mrs. Fielding stressed the urg- | 
ency of public co-operation in list- 
ing all available housekeeping 
rooms and suites with the bureau.

SWOLLEN NECK GLANDS 


Today's article will discuss a 
simple swelling of the glands of the 
side of the neck, referred to as! 
simple adenitis, and which is not | 
due to tuberculosis. Adenitis occurs 
in both an acute and chronic form, 
and is found frequently among 
young children although it also is 
found among adults. 


The glands or nodes are a part of 
the lymphatic system, Such nodes 
occur in many parts of the body, but 
those at the sides of the neck and 
under the angle of the jaw seem to 
be more subject to swelling than 
those in other areas. Generally 
when the nodes enlarge and become 
painful it will be discovered that 
such enlargement is a by-product 
of some trouble affecting the mu- 
cous membranes of the nose, throat 
or ear. 

For example, acute swellings are 
known to occur with acute tonsilitis, 
diphtheria, measles, scarlet fever, 
colds and so on. Any acute child- 
rens’ disease involving the mucous | 
membranes of the breathing pas-| 
sages is almost sure to be accom- | 
panied by some swelling of the 
lymph glands. In some cases the 
acute disease of the mucous mem- 
brane may itself be slight and yet 
severe and marked swelling of the 
glands will occur. 

In the acute cases, the glands on 
only one side are generally swollen, 
and if both sides are affected, then 
the glands of the one side will be 
worse than the glands of the other. 

Repeated acute attacks may pro- 
duce chronic enlargement of the 
glands, with the nodes remaining 
swollen over long periods of time. 
Or, the neck glands may remain 
swollen as the result of chronic ton- 
silitis, enlargement of adenoid tis- 
sue, or chronic catarrh, 

In the acute cases the glands may 
swell to the size of a large lima 
bean, or to the size of a walnut, or 
even to that of a small egg. The 
patient complains of the parts feel- 
ing hot ,of tenderness, and pain, 
while he says that when he feels 
with his fingers, he feels a lump or 
lumps, These local symptoms may 
be associated with fever. 

The acute cases usually subside 
fairly rapidly, The best treatment in 
such cases is to put the patient to 
bed, give one or more vlain warm 
water enemas a day, and to use hot 
moist applications around the 
throat. Young children usually ob- 
tain very quick results in reducing 
the swelling when the fast is used 
and it is generally necessary for 
them to fast for only a few days 
after which the lymph nodes will be 
emptied enough so that they will 
reutrn completely to normal {f a 
careful diet {fs then used. A fast on 
fruit juices should he tried, and {f 
the patient says the fruit juice hurts 
the throat, the juice should be 
omitted and plain water given free- 
ly until such time as the juice may 
be swallowed in comfort, 

When one of the glands forms an 
abscess, your physician will advise 
you whether a_ simple _ incision 
should be used to encourage quick 
drainage and prompt healing. 

In children, decay of the teeth 
may produce an acute swelling: of 
the neck glands. Proner attention 
given to the teeth will take care of 
the inflammation of the glands.

WASHINGTON—Last night I was 
talking to an older man in the 
Army Air Force who has Just come 
back from India, China and Italy. 


It gives one courage to see people 
of one's own generation still able to 


| render real service because of their 


training and the good physical con- 
dition which they still enjoy. This 
man js a vital, energetic person and 
I think he would have found stay- 
ing out of the storm and stress of 
this period quite impossible. He 
makes his stories very vivid and 
full of undestanding because he 
has a long and varied experience 
behind him, 

He gave me permission to tell 
one particular story. When our 
army went into Naples, the Italians 
were happy to see them. As our 
boys marched in, a motherly Italian 
woman rushed up to her attic, 
where, for a whole month, she had 
hidden an American soldier. She 
had fed him what little she had and 
she gave him loving care. He had 
escaped from’a German prison 
camp. He had obtained an Italian 
uniform and made friends with an 
Italian soldier, and together they 
travelled toward the part of Italy 
where he knew his army was fight- 
ing. 

They reached Naples but it was 
still infested with Germans, and 
they decided that they had better 
part and that he must find a hiding 
place. Our boy met this woman's 
son, who took him home. She hid 
him. From day to day they ex- 
pected the Americans to come in. 
They heard the steps of the Ger- 
man police patrol which passed the 
house night and day. The woman 
had four children, and their lives 
and hers were forfeit if the Ger- 
mans ever found out that she har- 
bored an American. 

After the American army got in, 
our boy and my friend gathered 
what rations they could find and 
went back to her laden with more 
food than she had seen for many 
days in gratitude for the hospitality. 
The whole family and the two 
American soldiers had a feast. The 
woman periodically threw her arms 
around the American boy and shed 
a few tears, tears of thanksgiving 
because he was safe. For she had 
come to look upon him almost as 
one of her own children, 

I imagine that the Italians are an 
incorrigibly gay and peace-loving 
people. Mussolini has not made a 
permanent dent upon them. I hope 
they have the ability to demand and 
to carry through the type of gov- 
ernment which will give them the 
things that make life worth living. 

Doris Fleeson said yesterday that 
as our boys sank deep in Italian 
mud and endured rain day after 
day, they remarked: “Sunny Italy, 
what?” Italy certainly hasn't been 
all sun, politically or economically. 
Will the future bring her people 
and all the people of the world com- 
pensation in the way of justice and 
hope for what this generation of 
youth has gone through?

“Is it real honesty, is it patriot- 
ism to hold out to our people the 
promise that suddenly, today and in 
the immediate tomorrow, life is 
going to be easier, richer, simpler 
because the world now lies broken 
in this loss and destruction?” 

“Let us never take our eyes off 
the kind of world we trust we shall 
attain, but let us see steadily the 
world we live in, must live in, in 
these next few years and how we 
Canadians can move towards that 
Breater day, yet meet present 
needs, 


WHAT ARE NEEDS? 

“What are these needs? What do 
the Canadian people want? First of 
all they want work—gainful occu- 
pation—the way the relief rolls 
melted and cases have moved off 
mothers’ allowances are their own 
proof of the willingness of the great 
number of Canadians to provide for 
themselves of their own effort and 
resources, 

“We cannot avoid some degree of 


unemployment, as we tool back to, 


peace. We have it now even. We 
simply cannot prevent people 
wearing out permanently or tem- 
porarily; we cannot prevent fathers 
from dying prematurely, though we 
can reduce unnecessary illness and 
death. We cannot take the risk. out 
of living. 

“To meet the actual needs of

72 Canteens 


Canteens operated by the arm- 
ed forces at various points in Al- 
berta numbered 72 for the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1943, it was 


reported in the annual report of 
the Alberta Liquor Control Board, 
tabled in the Legislature Monday. 

During the period, 2,682,475 in- 
dividual sales to permittees were 
made at government liquor stores, 
with an average value of $4.10, 
Customs and excise duties, and 
taxes imposed by the Dominion 
government cost the board and Al- 
berta breweries an amount in ex- 
cess of $4,746,000 during the fiscal 
year. In the previous year, $3,590,- 
000 was paid by the board and 
breweries for the same levies. 

Interdiction orders received be- 
tween April 1, 1942, and March 31, 
1943, numbered 323, and during the 
same interval the names of 355 per- 
sons were removed from the list. 
At March 31, 1943, 844 interdictions 
werg in force. 

BEER SALES 

Quantity of beer sold in the year 
reported was near 5,700,000 gallons, 
of which 5,645,000 was of local 
manufacture. Some 30,056 packages 
of liquor were shipped to permit- 
tees residing at points where li- 
quor stores are not located, This 
service cost $10,972 in express 
charges, which are defrayed by the 
board. In addition, 3,872 packages 
were sent by mail, at a cost of $3,- 
050. 

Permits issued during the 1942- 
3 fiscal year to physicians, dentists, 
druggists and veterinarians num- 
bered 94; to those engaged in manu- 
facturing, mechanical and scienti- 
fic pursuits, 33; to hospitals, 58, and 
to ministers of the gospel, 308. 

J. A. King is chairman of the 
liquor board, and its other member 
is J. F. Percival, deputy provincial 
treasurer. 


Insurance Report 
Is Given House 


Policies of the Alberta govern- 
ment fire insurance office n force 
at Dec. 31, 1943, amounted to $33,- 
848,080, it was reported to the 
Legislature Monday afternoon, 
when Hon, A. J. Hooke, provincial 
secretary, tabled reports covering 
activities of the government fire 
and life insurance offices. 

Of this amount of insurance in 
| force, $15,050,252 was reinsured, 
}leaving a net risk to the govern- 
| ment of $18,797,828. 

Losses incurred during the year 
ended Dec. 31, 1943, totalled $18,- 
609, and loss adjustment cost an- 
other $944, making costs of losses 
incurred total $19,554. 

Revenue of the fire insurance 
branch for the year was $109,963, 
and expenditures, $82,402, leaving 
an excess of revenue over expendi- 
ture of $27,561. 

Life insurance policies in force 
with the government life insurance 
branch amounted to $897,128. Total 
revenues of the life branch amount- 
ed to $16,759, while expenses were 
$17,682, leaving an excess of ex- 
penditure over revenue of $923 for 
the year.

One reason for improvement of 
the farm labor picture in the pro- 
vince is the fact that people have 
become more adjusted to the labor 
situation, Mr. Longman added, and 
better co-ordination between the 
agriculture department and Na- 
tional Selective Service has meant 
more effective use of available 
help. 

Other reasons include the work 
of the provincial Farm for Victory 
committees, and the increased num- 
ber of district agriculturists now at 
work in various parts of the pro- 
vince.

RAPS TREASURY BRANCHES 

“Nearly sufficient revenue is re- 
ceived by this government from oil 
royalties to run.the government's 
costly treasury branch system,” he 
said. 

“Probably that is a reason why 
royalty payments to the govern- 
ment were increased from 10 to 
12% per cent. The treasury 
branches were running behind, so 
more money was required to keep 
them in a liquid position.” 

“It’s just a case of taking it out 
of one hole, and putting it in an- 
other,” Mr. Broomfield added, 

The Okotoks member discussed 
the status of the smaller oil oper- 
ators and leaseholders. “I see 
according to recent orders-in- 
council and in various ways they 
are trying to coax the small lease- 

holders back into the oil game, 
after making it next to impossible 
for them to carry on for the last 
two years,” he said. 

“Probably these recent steps to 
encourage the small operators back 
have been taken in order to meet 
the problems of declining produc- 
tion. I hope that in this they will 
be successful.” 


FEES DOUBLED 

Lease rentals and filing fees have 
been doubled since the government 
came into power, and this was 
detrimental to the development of 
Alberta oil resources, said Mr. 
Broomfield. “I think, Mr. Speaker, 
that instead of trying to discourage 
the little fellow through high taxa- 
tion, he should be encouraged,” he 
declared. \ 


In the Middle Ages, sugar was 
sold only in apothecary shops on 
prescription of phycician for medi- 
cal purposes.

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Council Enacts 


By-Law Banning | 
Cattle in City 


From and after Jan, 1, 1945 no 
permit will be issued for the 


keeping of cows, sheep, goats or 
hogs in Edmonton, except in re- 
spect of premises situated with- 
in the area of the city known as 
the “suburban zone,” or in any 
area in the inner zone where 
there is a parcel of land exceed- 
ing five acres, open and unbuilt, 
it was decided Monday night by 
city council, and the necessary 
bylaw to cover this decision was 
enacted, 

In respect to the granting of a 
permit to keep animals in the in- 
ner zone on five acre lots, the medi 
cal health officer must be satisfied 
that the keeping of animals will 
not create unsanitary, obnoxious or 
annoying conditions, or any condi- 


tions of the nature of a nuisance to} 


the residents in the vicinity. 


PERMIT REQUIRED 


The health bylaw was amended 
to provide that, except in the sub- 
urban zone, the keeping of cattle, 
goats, sheep or hogs is prohibited 
anywhere in the city, unless and 
until a permit so to do has previ- 
ously been. issued by the medical 
officer of health in respect to the 
particular premises 

The amended bylaw sets the 
annual fee for each cow permit 
at $1, and for each goat at 50 
cents. The fee shall xe paid at 
the time of application for the 
permit, and thereafter on Jan. 1 
in each year, Any permit granted 
will apply only to the premises 
specified in the permit and shall 
not be transferrable. 

The bylaw provides also 
premises where cattle, sheep, goats 


or hogs are kept, shall at all times | 


be maintained in a clean, sanitary 
and inoffensive condition, and so as 
not to be nuisance or annoyance to 
residents in the vicinity, 
TO CANCEL PERMITS 


Whenever the medical officer of 
health ascertains that premises 
Where cattle, sheep, goats or hogs 
are permitted to be kept are being 
maintained in an unclean, unsani- 
tary or offensive condition, the 
owner will be notified and unless 
the condition is rectified 
five days the permit shall be can- 
celled, 


In the event of cancellation of 


any permit the person concerned 
shall forthwith cease to keep 


animals upon the premises; con- | 


tinuance of keeping the animals 
on the premises will make the 
owner subject to prosecution. 


The bylaw provides also that no| 
person shall keep, or permit to be 
kept, more than 12 fowl for dom-| 
@stic purposes in the one-family | 
and two-family dwelling districts 
without special approval being 
granted by the city council. 

It provides also that no person 
shall keep more than two head of 
cattle within any stable or pen or 
other enclosure within the city 


without a permit from the medical | The

WIDE DISTRIBUTION 

Such an arrangement would en- 
able the abundant national produc- 
tion to be distributed in such a 
manner that everybody would have 
economic security with the maxi- 
mum personal freedom, while at 
the same time every citizen would 
be provided with the greatest 
possible inducement to contribute 
his best to the development of the 
national life. 

1 do not suppose that there is 
any democrat who would not 
agree with such an arrangement, 
particularly when they realize 
that it is not necesary to plunge 
the country into revolution or to 
destroy our established institu- 
tions in order to achieve it. . 
Besides being truly democratic 
the Social Credit proposals are 
extremely simple. The greater 
part of the national income would 
continue to be distributed as 
wages, salaries, fees, commissions, 
and so forth, There would be an 
upward revision in wages and the 
lower salaries, and proper safe- 
guards against excess profits would 
be provided. 

MAJOR DIFFERENCE 

The major difference under So- 
cial Credit would be that the na- 
tional income would be supple- 
mented by debt free money or 
credit created by the national 
finance commission, and distri- 
buted to the people for the pur- 
pose of increasing their aggregate 
purchasing power sufficiently to 
enable them to purchase all of the 
goods and services available for 
their use. This supplementary 
purchasing power would be dis- 
tributed through public works and 
other government | expenditures

However, as the national 
production increased, and as meth- 
ods of mechanized production im- 
proved—making it possible to pro- 
duce more and more, with less and 
less human labor—the amount of 
the national dividend would like- 
wise increase. 


| EFFECT OF METHOD 


Now let us consider what would 
be the effect of this method of 
distributing a portion of the na- 
tional income. A person with a 
national dividend would have true 
economic independence—and that 
would give him economic freedom. 
Such a person would no longer be 
forced to accept unjust or unfair 
wage conditions simply from eco- 
nomic necessity. He would not be 
forced to accept degrading work 
under unwarranted conditions 
simply because his family was in 
danger of starving if he refused. 

You can readily see that there 
would be some very, effective and 
long overdue adjustments in eco- 
nomic conditions. Wages and sal- 
aries would be brought up to a 
level which would give individuals 
their fair share in the national 
wealth in proportion to the true 
value of their services. There 
would be an automatic adjustment 
in profits as a result of which 
those who obtained payment for 
their services by this means would 
get their fair, but only their fair 
share of the national wealth. 

Let me direct your attention to 
another aspect of the importance 
and the effect of national divi- 
dends, Under our present 
finance-dominated economic sys- 
tem, the curse of money is the 
power which it gives a few per- 
sons over the lives of their fel- 
lows men. It is this power that 
is responsible for the love of 
money which is the root of all 
evil, People become engrossed 
in the ruthless pursuit of acquir- 
ing dollars for the sake of being 
able to wield power over others. 

National dividends would com- 
pletely destroy the power of money 
in this respect. No person with the 
economic independence provided 
by a national dividend would be 
forced to dig another man garden, 
to clean his shoes, to put up with 
his bullying—because of sheer eco- 
nomic necessity. The man with a 
million dollars would have no 
power ‘to dominate the lives of his 
fellows through their dependence 
upon him and his money for their 
daily bread. 

THE EFFECT 


This will indicate the far-reach- 
ing effect of national dividends in 
giving people real economic free- 
dom and placing in their hands the 
means to control every aspect of 


the economic life. Moreover, the 
payments of national dividends 
would provide every Canadian 


family an assured measure of eco- 
nomic security If the  bread- 
winner was temporarily unem- 
ployed, or was stricken with sick- 
ness a national dividend would 
insure the economic security of his 
family and home. It would insure 
security for the blind, for widows, 
for the disabled—security for chil- 
dren to obtain the full advantages 
of their education and security in 
the later years of life. In short 
national dividends would at one 
stroke do away with the cheese- 
paring and regulation-ridden sys- 
tems of relief, mothers’ allowances, 
family allowances and all the other 
patchwork bureaucratic so-called 
security measures. 

Another important and essen- 
tial reform advocated by Social 
Crediters is that government ex- 
penditures should not be 
financed by continued borrowing 
from private corporations and by 
crushing taxation. 

Instead the money required for 
government purposes should be 
issued by the national finance com- 
mission and taxation ‘should be 
drastically reduced to the point of 
being used merely for withdraw- 
ing any surplus or redundant pur- 
chasing power. I do not need to 
elaborate on that, as I have gone 
into this question quite fully on 
previous occasions,

is always maintained between total 
purchasing power and the total 
prices of goods on the market— 
and would prevent any inflationary 
rise in prices. 

Retail merchants would be au- 
thorized to sell their goods at a 
discount and, provided they ad- 
hered to an agreed fair ratio of 
profit on their sales, the balance 
of the price would be made good 
by means of subsidies—on the 
same principle as that which is 
being employed today in Canada 
and Great Britain—but without the 
red tape and regimentation. 

Now let us consider some of the 
effects of these reform measures. 

If you are a farmer, you would 
find yourself in the happy posi- 
tion of being able to obtain 
proper credit facilities to finance 
your operations. You would be 
assured stable market for your 
| goods at remunerative prices, 
and you would enjoy the security 
of tenure on your land to which 
you are entitled. 


If you are a manufacturer you 


would likewise find that, instead 
of having to fight ~for markets, 
often getting uneconomic prices 


for the goods turned out by your 
firm, you would have a market 
clamoring for them—provided they 
are what people want. 


EXPANDING SALES 


If you are a merchant, likewise 
you would find your sales expand- 
ing, with the necessary monetary 
facilities made available to help 
you to keep pace with the growing 
demand. The only restriction im- 
posed upon you would be that you 
limit your rate of profit to a fair 
percentage if you wished to reap 
the benefit of the increased sales 


which would result from selling 
your goods at the just price. 
As taxpayers you would find 


your taxes drastically reduced, and 
on the lower incomes probably 
abolished altogether. 

The people as a whole would 
be able to produce all they re- 
quired and they would have ade- 
quate purchasing power to en- 
able them to buy their total pro- 
duction. The people themselves 
would thus have the means of 
controlling the volume and the 
nature of their production, their 
wage conditions and all aspects 
of their economic life. Burden- 
some debt and ‘taxation would 
become things of the past. Eco- 
nomic democracy would be a fact 
and not a vague theory. 

And all this would be achieved 
without government controls, reg- 
ulations and the bureaucratic viola- 
tion of personal freedom involved 
in state socialism or the form of 
financial fascism with which we 
are afflicted today. 

Property rights would be safe- 
guarded. Individual enterprise 
and personal initiative would 
flourish. Their abuses would be 
eliminated. 


THE QUESTION 

Now let me ask you bluntly, Is 
that the kind of social order you 
want? If it is, then it is within 
your power to get it, But you will 
not get it merely by holding up 
your hand for it, The men who 
have control of our national in- 
stitutions have other plans for you. 
They are determined that you are 
to become more and more the 
slaves of a servile state. At the 
present time they are hurrying us 
all to that fate without serious 
opposition, 

If you, the people of Canada, 
want the freedom of the kind of 
social order which 1 have outlined 
to you, then you must make the 
effort, and the sacrifice necessary 
in order to win it for yourselves, 

Early in April the first Social

this against what it means to 
you, to the boys fighting for 
you overseas, to the future of 
Canada.
